lims in the Edmonton area will 
be celebrating Ramadan for the 
next month. 

According to the chair of Ed¬ 
monton Council of the Muslim 
Community, Masood Peracha, 
13 mosques and prayer centres 
around the city are expected to 
be filled with those of Muslim 
faith praying in honour of wor¬ 
shipping Allah. 

“It’s a time of reflection,” Per¬ 
acha said. 

Ramadan, which is well- 
known for a long period of fast¬ 
ing, is about much more than 
that, Edmonton Muslim 
Women’s leader, Samina Mian, 
said. 

“It’s not just about the food 
and water — you don’t lie, 
cheat or drink,” Mian said. 
“Your level of righteousness in¬ 
creases for this month.” 

The month of fasting for 
Muslims across the world is a 
time to self-reflect and ask for 
forgiveness, guidance and ulti¬ 
mately to a time of purification 
Mian said. No food or drink is 
consumed from sunrise to sun¬ 
set. The holy time also includes 
daily prayers in honour of wor¬ 
shipping Allah.

Ryan Jenkins, a Canadi¬ 
an man wanted for the 
murder and dismember¬ 
ment of his model ex- 
wife in Los Angeles, has 
been found dead in a 
motel room in Hope, 

B.C. 

Police say staff found 
Jenkins yesterday after¬ 
noon, and that it ap¬ 
pears he committed sui¬ 
cide. According to the 
California district attor¬ 
ney’s office, he was 
found hanging in a 
room at the Thunder- 
bird Motel. 

“We’ll carry on with 
the investigation into 
the circumstances of his 
death and ... how he 
came to be in that motel 
room,” RCMP Sgt. Dun¬ 


can Pound 
said at a 
press con¬ 
ference in 
Surrey last 
night. 

“We’re 
still liaising 
with the 
U.S. au¬ 
thorities. 

We made 
them 

aware of 
the cir¬ 
cum¬ 
stances 
and notifi¬ 
cation of kin has been 
completed.” 

Pound said it’s too ear¬ 
ly to say how long Jenk¬ 
ins had been at the ho¬ 
tel. 

“Our main focus has 
always been to ensure 
public safety, and we 
thought it was impor¬ 


tant to tell the Canadian 
public that he’s been 
confirmed deceased.” 

Police had held a press 
conference earlier in the 
afternoon to confirm 
that Jenkins, 32, a 
wealthy Calgary native, 
crossed the U.S.-Canada 
border some time after 
Jasmine Fiore’s remains 
were found in a dump¬ 
ster. 

At the time, Pound 
said he couldn’t com¬ 
ment on how police 
knew he was in Canada, 
but urged Jenkins, if he 
was watching the news, 
to turn himself in. 

“If (he) is watching 
this media coverage, we 
hope that he does see 
that our goal is to bring 
him safely into custody 
and he should not fear 
for his safety,” Duncan 
said. 


Claim to fame 

Ryan Jenkins became a 
minor celebrity as a con¬ 
testant on the VHi reality 
show Megan Wants a 
Millionaire. 

A homeless man 
found Fiore’s naked 
body stuffed in a suit¬ 
case in a dumpster on 
Aug. 15 — a day after 
Jenkins reported her 
missing. 

Her teeth and fingers 
had been removed and 
investigators identified 
her by tracing the serial 
number on her breast 
implants. On Aug. 20, 
police found Jenkins’ 
boat in Point Roberts, 
Wash., leading authori¬ 
ties to believe he walked 
across the border into 
Tsawwassen.

Thousands flee Greek wildfires 


A huge wildfire fanned by 
strong winds cut a swath 
of destruction near Athens 
yesterday, burning houses, 
razing large patches of for¬ 
est and sending thousands 
fleeing their homes, 
authorities said. 

Efforts to fight the blaze 
from the air were suspend¬ 
ed as night fell and the fire 
raged unchecked for a third 
day, testing state resources 
and the conservative gov¬ 
ernment, which is facing 
the threat of an early elec¬ 
tion by March. 

“The constant shift in the 
wind’s direction is rekin¬ 
dling the flames,” said fire 
brigade spokesman Giannis 
Kapakis. Authorities said 
the fire had retreated from 
Athens suburbs and was 
burning mainly forest land, 
but winds remained strong 
and the danger of a flare-up 
was constant. 

Earlier yesterday, local au¬ 
thorities used loudspeakers 
to urge the 20,000 residents 


12,140 

Hectares of forest, farm 
fields and olive groves 
burned in the eastern Attica 
region alone. 

of affluent Athens suburb 
Aghios Stefanos to leave as 
the flames approached. 

Many people abandoned 
communities around 
Athens overnight and some 
frantically tried to stop the 
flames from reaching hous¬ 
es with garden hoses and 
tree branches. 

“We are facing a great or¬ 
deal,” said Prime Minister 
Costas Karamanlis, who 
took a helicopter tour of the 
afflicted area. “The fire de¬ 
partment is making a super¬ 
human effort.” 

The handling of the fire, 
the country’s biggest since 
Greece’s worst wildfires in 
living memory killed 65 


people over 10 days in 2007, 
will be crucial for his politi¬ 
cal fate. 

His government is cling¬ 
ing to a one-seat majority 
and the socialist opposition, 
ahead in opinion polls, has 
made clear it will use a 
March parliamentaiy vote, 
when a new president will 
be chosen, to force a snap 
election. 

“Nobody has learned any¬ 
thing from the big fires of 
2007,” far-right LAOS party 
leader George Karatzaferis 
told reporters. “It is a huge 
disaster and co-ordination 
was not the best.” 

The Greek weather serv¬ 
ice warned that winds hin¬ 
dering firefighting efforts 
were not expected to abate 
before tonight. Police and 
witnesses said scores of 
homes were heavily dam¬ 
aged. 

The fire broke out late on 
Friday spread quickly to 
neighbouring villages.

Venezuelans 
march over law 

schools Thousands of 
Venezuelans joined rival 
marches in Caracas Satur¬ 
day over a controversial ed¬ 
ucation law that critics say 
strengthens President Hugo 
Chavez’s grip over schools 
and universities. 

Police fired tear gas when 
government opponents 
knocked over a fence mark¬ 
ing the end of the 
authorized route. 

A few thousand, many 
dressed in white, streamed 
down one of Caracas’s 
main avenues to protest 
the law while red-clad gov¬ 
ernment supporters danced 
to salsa music in the city 
centre in support of a law 
they say will boost access to 
schooling. A previous 
attempt to overhaul educa¬ 
tion was one of the factors 
that provoked giant 
protests in 2002, eventually 
culminating in a failed 
coup attempt against 
Chavez. The new law 
allows community councils 
that are often pro-govern¬ 
ment a larger role in the 
operations of schools and 
universities. reuters

beautiful summer day and 
we saw trees and wildflow- 
ers and birds of all descrip¬ 
tions and people; many, 
many people. 

We had always thought 
that the conservation au¬ 
thority set aside land for 
parks, for the land’s sake. 
For the sake of letting trees 



and wildflowers grow 
which then provide habitat 
for birds and other animals 
(depending on the size of 
the park). However it was 
brought home to us last 
weekend that the primaiy 
beneficiaries of the park 
are the people. 

There was a huge 
diversity of age and 
ethnic backgrounds 
among the park’s pa¬ 
trons. On the paths 
there were fami¬ 
lies like ourselves, 
some pushing 
strollers, some on 
bikes ranging 
from racing bikes 
to tricycles. There 
were buff bodies 
whizzing by on 
roller blades, people 
walking dogs from huge 
haiiy hounds to little lap

Guerrilla marketing can create buzz — or backfire 


Guerrilla marketing: Legit¬ 
imate advertising strategy 
or just more annoying 
graffiti? That depends on 
how it’s done — and 
whom you ask. 

It’s becoming a bigger is¬ 
sue, especially for cities, as 
more brands revert to street- 
level tactics to reach the 
tuned-out consumer, espe¬ 
cially in the summer when 
more of us are outside. 

The messages may be 
edgy, entertaining or hu¬ 
morous. But civic officials 
say guerrilla marketing tac¬ 
tics can also be distracting 
and annoying. At times they 
can verge on vandalism. 

A recent campaign by 
Ikea Canada went awry 
when a business owner in 


Campaigns 

Talk radio station CFRB in 
Ontario and ad shop Zig 
paid street prostitutes earli¬ 
er this year to hold signs 
reading “Should prostitu¬ 
tion be legal?” to promote 
the station's focus on con¬ 
troversial topics. 

To promote the new Ves¬ 
pa S, Vespa Canada's ad 
agency commissioned life- 
size posters of humans with 
scooter-shaped heads and 
plunked them on a busy 
downtown Toronto corner. 

Vancouver complained a 
team of “chalk painters”

Ikea quickly moved to re¬ 
move the offending mes¬ 
sage, not just from the Van¬ 
couver skateboard store but 
also from all 400 locations 
that had been targeted. 
“There was some miscom- 
munication between the 
agency and ourselves in 
terms of what kind of 
spaces they should be put¬ 
ting that outline around,” 
Ikea Canada spokeswoman 
Madeleine Lowenborg-Friclc 
explained later.

Passion for wild weather 


Be it storms or volcanoes, George Kourounis is there

this weekend, most of us 
avoided the region and 
watched the rain, if at all 
possible, on TV. 

Not George Kourounis. 
The 39-year-old Toronton¬ 
ian was in the eye of the 
storm. 

As Canada’s only storm 
chaser who’s been able to 
make a living off the job, 
Kourounis tries to be at the 
centre of action for as 
many hurricanes, torna¬ 
does and volcanic erup¬ 
tions as he possibly can. 

He grew up, however, 
with quite a different career 
path planned. A musician as 
a teen in Hull, Que., Kourou¬ 
nis came to Toronto to study 


audio engineering at Trebas 
Institute. 

He did well as an engi¬ 
neer and eventually man¬ 
aged a large sound studio 
in downtown Toronto that 
did work for film and TV. 

“It was very long hours 
and dealing with stressed- 
out clients,” he recalls. 
Kourounis needed a way to 
chill. In 1998, he heard 
about a company taking 
people down to the US for 
two weeks of chasing tor¬ 
nados. “Well, this is pretty 
cool. I’m stressed out at 
work, I want to go and try 
this,” he thought. 

The trip got Kourounis 
totally hooked, so he set to 
learning everything he 
could — through books, 
the Internet and taking to 
experts — about storms. 

He got extra time off 
work and spent his vaca¬ 
tions trailing hurricanes 
and tornados. He began tak¬ 
ing the entire month of 
May off every year: that’s 
tornado season. He also be¬ 
gan visiting erupting volca¬ 
noes. 

“I got known as the guy 
who was always in the right 
place at the wrong time,”

says Kourounis, who be¬ 
came a pro at reading the 
sky and knowing just where 
a storm will hit. He took pic¬ 
tures and video footage of 
whatever he saw. Eventual¬ 
ly, news organizations start¬ 
ed calling and buying his 
stuff. 

In 2006, a TV production 
company called. With them, 
he developed the show An¬ 
gry Planet and sold it to the 
Outdoor Life Network.

Demetri Martin knows 
how to do many things. He 
knows how to tell a joke (as 
seen on his Comedy Central 
show Important Things 
with Demetri Martin). He 
knows how to play a guitar
